the hour for the meeting of the second 
session of the fiftieth congress, the gal- 
leries reserved for the president and his 
friends and for the diplomatic coips 
were filled with spectators. 


The republican 
members who are 
prominently mentioned in 
connection 
with the speakei-ship of the 
fifty-first 
congress, came in for an extra share of 
felicitations, it being generally conceded 
on the floors that the next house will be 
republican witii from three to seven 
majority. 
The speaker's desk was oraa- 
mented with a handßome floral piece, 
while other prominent members are not 
forgotten by their friends. 


At 12 o'cjock the faU of the gavel 
was heard and Mr. Millburn, the chap- 
lain, offered prayer. 
A call developed 
the presence of 236 members, 
there 
being eighty-eight absentees. 
On 
the 
motion of Mr. Mills, of Texas, a resolu- 
tion wftiä adopted directing the clerk to 
inform the senate that a quonim of the 
house had appeared. 


On the motion of Mr. Holman, of 
Indiana, the speaker appointed Messrs. 
Holman, 
of Indiana, 
Tunier, of 
Geor^a, and O'Neill, of Penn., a com- 
mittee to join a similar committee ap- 
pointed by the senate to wait ujjon the 
president to inform him that congi-ess 
was ready to receive his communication. 
The house then at 12:20 o'clock took a 
recess for an hour. 


On convening the president notified 
the house he would communicate witli 
«ongress forthwith. 
The annual mes- 
sage was then delivered to the house 
and immediately read by the clerk. 


SENATE. 


It was an unsually full senate that re- 
sponded to President Protem 
Ingalls 
call to order at 12 o'clock to-tlay. A 
that time all the galleries were filleil ex- 
cept the presidents and diplomatic de- 
partments. 
Chaplain Butler opened the 
proceedings with prayer. 
He remem- 
bered President Elect Harrison in his 
petition. 
One of 
the senators, 
who 
could 
not be 
distinguished in 
the 
throng, joined with the chaplain in re- 
peating the Lords prayer at the close. 


Senator Sherman 
oflfered the usual 
resolution to notify the house that the 
senate is ready. 
Mr. Mon-ill moved the 
appointment of a committee to n<itify 
the 
president. 
Messrs. Morrill and 
Saulsbury composed the committee. 


Mr. Cameron oflfered a resolution that 
the senate meet daily until 
further 
ordered at 12 m. and it was adopted. At 
12:47 o'clock the senate took a recess 
for half an hour. 


The recess was further extended to 
1:30. 
At the conclusion of the recess 
the president's message was delivered 
by Mr. Pruden, one of his secretaries, 
and Mr. McCook, the secretary of the 
senate, proceeded to read it, 


The Senate adjourned 
after notifica- 
tions by Senators Frye, 
Chandler and 
Allison that they wouhl call up different 
bills to-morrow. 


THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 . — I n the begin- 
ning the president calls attention to the 
interesting and impressive incident that 
witli the ex})iratiou of the present 
Bion of congress tlie first (;eutury of our 
constitutional existence lus ii nation will 
be complettid. 
He iirgues that the fact 
of tlie survival of one hundred years 
does not prove that w«' liave no longer 
dangers to meet, but says it is only by 
a strict adherence t^> the lines laid down 
in the constitution tliat w«i can furnish 
]iroof to the wurld of the fitness of tlu^ 
.Vjnericjin pfiople for self-govenmient, 
the e<iual and «^xaet justice of which we 
boast of as underlaying principle. 
Our 
institutions, he says should not con- 
fined to the relations of our citizens to 
each other. 
The governmt;nt itself is 
under bond U) the American jjeople 
that jn the exennse of its functions and 
powers it will <leal with the body of 
our citizens in a manner 8cni])ulou8ly 
honest 
and 
fair, 
and 
aVjsolutely 
just. I t has agi-eed 
that 
American 
citizenship shall l>e the only credential 
necessary to justify the claim of equality 
liefore the law, and that no condition in 
life shall give rise to discrimination in 
the treatment of the i)eople by 
their 
government. 


After paying a tribute to the liouesty 
and frugality of the early government of 
the nation, he adds: 
"Combinations, 
monopolies and aggregations of capital 
weio either avoided or sternly regulated 
and restrained. 
The pomp and glitter 
of governments lew free 
offered no 
temptation, and presented no delusion 
to the plain people who. side by side, 
in fneuav oowi>4»tition. »TOV»ght for the 


ennoblement and dignity of the coun- 
try." 
After speaking of the marvelous 
material growth of the country, he says, 
that a closer scrutiny reveals the som- 
ber shading. 
The wealth is mingled 
with povei^ and unremunerative toil. 
Farmers' 
sons 
tire 
of 
slow 
and 
laborious 
methods 
and 
join 
the eager chase for easily 
acquired 
wealth. 
Manufacturer's wealth is no 
longer the result of industry and en- 
lightened foresight, but comes from dis- 
crimination by the government in their 
favor. 
This tends to widen the gulf be- 
tween laborers and capitalists. 
Trusts 
and combinations are leaving the citizen 
struggling far in the real-, o.- trampled 
to death fy an iron heel, and corpora- 
tions, instead of being restrained ser- 
vants, are fast becomi.ig masters. 


He then proceeds to inquire how the 
government has been keeping its bond 
with the people, and says that there 
has been a persistence in enacting from 
the citizens millions which are, unap- 
plied andmseless and lie dormant in the 
treasury. 
This, he says, is flagi-ant in- 
justice and a breach of faith, and adds 
to extortion the. danger attending the 
diversion of the currency of the country 
from the legitimate channels of business, 
and also permits many millions more to 
be added to the cost of the living of our 
people, 
unnecessarily 
swelling 
the 
profits of the small minority. 
The gov- 
ernment is entering gratuitously into 
partnei-ship with these favorites to their 
advantage and to the injury of the vast 
majority. 
The result is to stifle the real 
life of the 
country 
and to favor 
ideal government as a means of satis- 
fying selfish greed. 
This appears in 
combinations to perpetuate such ad- 
vantages and their efforts to control 
legislation and improperly influence the 
suffrages of the people. 
These giiev- 
ances, those not included within 
the 
circle of these beneficiaries, when fully 
realized, \vill surely arouse initation 
and discontent. 
Our farmers, long-suf- 
fering and patient, struggling in the 
race of life with the hardest and most 
unremitting toil, will not fail to see, in 
spite of misrepresentations and mislead- 
ing fallacies, that they are obliged to ac- 
cept such prices for their products as 
are fixed in foreign markets, wliere they 
compete with the farmers of the world, 
and that without compensating favor, 
they are forced by the action of the gov- 
ernment to pay for the benefit of others 
such enhanced i)rices for things they 
need that the scanty returns of their 
labor fail to furnish their support, or 
leave no margin for accumulation. 


Our working men, enfranchised from 
all the delusions, and no longer fright- 
ened by the cry that their wages are en- 
dangered by a just revision of our tarift' 
laws, will reasonably demand througli 
such revision, 
steadier (imjiloyment, 
cheaper means of living in their liomos, 
freedom for themselves and their chil- 
dren from the doom of perpetual servi- 
tude, and an open door to their 
ad- 
vancement beyond the times of laboring 
class. 
Others of our citizens, 
whose 
comforts and expenditures are meas- 
ured by moderate salaries and fixed in- 
comes, will insist upon fairness and jus- 
tice, cheapening the cost of necessaries 
for themselves and their families. 


The communism of combined wealth 
and capitol, the outgrowth of overwhelm- 
ing cupidity and selfishness, which in- 
siduously undermines the justice and 
integrity of our free institutions is not 
less dangerous than the communism of 
oppressed poverty and toil which, exas- 
perated bj' injustice and the discontent, 
attacks with Arild disorder the citadel 
of 
rule. 
From 
this 
he argues 
that a just and sensible revision of the 
tariff s'hoiild be made, in order to estab- 
lish justice and ecjuality among all citi- 
zens. 
He adds that there should be no 
scheme accepted as satisfactory by which 
the burdens of our people are only ajj- 
parently 
removed. 
The 
extravagant 
appropriation of public money, with all 
their demoralizing conhecpiences should 
not be tolei-ated, either as a means of re- 
lieving the ti-easuiy of its present sur- 
plus or as furnishing a pretense for re- 
sisting the proper reduction on 
tarift' 
rates. 
There should l)e no cessation of 
th(? stniggle until a plan is perfected, 
fair and cons(;rvative toward all 
indus- 
tries, but wliich will liiduce the cost to 
consumers of the necessaries of life, 
while it i)rovide8 for our manufacturers 
an advantage on free raw materials and 
permits no injury to the interests of 
American labor. The cause for wliich the 
battle is waged is (;om prised within 
lines cleaily and distinctly 
defined. 
It 
should 
never 
be 
compromised. 
It is the i)eoiile'8 cause. 
Private inter- 
ifsts, he says, are responsible for the 
sentiment of paternal aid from the gov- 
ernment, and legislati<m has accjuie^sced 
in this idea. 
Gratuities, in the form of 
pensions, are granted upon no other real 
gi-ounds than the needy condition of the 
apjjlicants or for reasons less valid, and 
the large surphis exptmded for 
})ubli(i 
buildings and other improvements are 
upon representations scarcely <;laime(l 
to be related to public needs and neces- 
sities. 
He then cites various instances 
in which matters of general 
intere.'it 
have been neglected by congress, 
while 
matters of local or ])rivato interest hav(i 
been attended to, such as the 
overbur- 
dened supreme court calander, which 
has no relief, land laws and the like. 


In the same line is the matter of pen- 
sions, of which he says: 
"A revision of 
our pension laws could easily be made 
which would rest upon just piinciples 
and provide for every applicant. 
But 
while our general pension laws remain 
confused and imperfect, 
hundreds of 
our private pension laws are annually 
passed, whiiih are the sources of unjust 
discrimination and popular demoraliza- 
tion. 
Our mission among the nations 
of the earth, and our success in accom 
plishing the work God has given the 
American people to do, require of those 
inti-usted with the making and the exe- 
cution of our laws perfect devotion, 
above all othev things to public good. 


Thw devotion will lead us to strongly 
resist all the impatience of the consti- 
tutional limitation of federal power, and 
to pereistently check the incre^ing ten- 
dency to extend the scope of federal 
legislation into the domain of state and 
local jurisdiction upon the plea of sub- 
serving the public welfare. 
The preser- 
vation of the partitions between the 
proper subjects of federal and local care 
and regulation, is of such importance 
under the constitution, which is the law 
of our very existence, that no considerii- 
tion of expendency or sentiment should 
tempt us to enter upon doubtful gi'ound. 
Surely no one has taken upon himself 
the solemn obligation to support and 
preserve the constitution, can find justi- 
fication or solace for dislayalty in the 
excuse that he wandered and disobeyed 
in search of a better way to reach the 
public welfare than the constitution 
offers." 


He concludes this portion of the mes: 
sage thus: ' 'What has been said is deemed 
not inaijpropriate at a time when, from 
centuries height we view the way already 
taken by the American people and at- 
tempt to discover their future path. 
The seventh president of the United 
States, the soldier and statesman and 
at all times the firm and brave friend of 
the people, in vindication of his course 
as a protector of populai- rights and 
champion of true Ameiican citizenship, 
declared: "The ambition which leads 
me on is an anxious desire and fixed 
detei-mination to restore to the people 
unimpaired the sacred trust they have 
confided to my charge, to heal the 
wounds of the constitution and to pre- 
serve it from further violation, to per- 
suade my countiymen, so far as I may, 
that it is not in splendid government, 
supijorted by jjowerful monopoli^ and 
ai-istocratic establishments, 
that they 
will find happiness or their liberties 
protected but in a plain system, void of 
pomp, protecting all and granting favors 
to none, dispensing its blessings like 
the dews of heaven, unseen and unfelt, 
save in the freshness and beauty they 
contribute to prudence. 
It is such gov- 
ernment that the genius of our people 
I'equires, such an one only under which 
our states may remain, for ages to come, 
prosperous and free." 


The president then addresses himself 
to tlie constitutionality 
of giN-ing in- 
formation to congress of the state of 
the union. 
He says: "We are at peace 
with all nations; that our foreign rela- 
tions have been strengthened and im- 
proved by the pertbrmance of inter- 
national good oifices, and by new and 
renewed treaties. 
There is no subject 
of inteniational dispute not capable of 
satisfactory adjustment by frank dip- 
lomatic treatment." 


As to the fisheries dispute, which he 
regi-ets is not satisfactorily adjusted, he 
says the whole matter was fully treated 
in his message to tJie senate, February 
1888, submitting for approval a conven- 
tion concluded under his authority with 
her majesty's government. 
He refers 
also to his messafie of August 23d, afiei 
the rejection of the treaty, and of Sept. 
r2th, in response to a vesolutioii of the 
senate. 
He, 
therefore, simply repeats 
his statement made to the senate Se])t. 
12th, that no complaint since Maich 
1877, had been made of unfair treat- 
ment of American 
fishing 
vessels in 
which reparation had not been prompth* 
made and urges congress to reach some 
satisfactory adjustment of the whole 
subject. 


The 
dismissal 
of the British 
minister is announced 
thus: 
Near 
the close of the month 
of October 
last, 
occuiTences 
of a 
dcei)ly 
regietable nature, were brought to my 
knowledge, 
which made it my painful, 
but imperative duty, to obtain, with as 
littl(3 delay as possible, a new persi)nal 
channel, for diplomatic intercourse in this 
countiy with the government of Great 
Britain. 
The correspondence in I'ela- 
tion to this incident will, in due course, 
be laid before you, and will disclose the 
unpardonal)le conduct of the official re- 
ferred to, in his interference, by advice 
an(3 counsel, with the suffrages of Amer- 
ican citizens in a presidential election 
tluiii near at hand, and also in his sub- 
se(.jueut pul)lic declarations to justify 
his action, sui)t;radding the ini2)ugnmeut 
of lh(i executive^d of the senate of the 
Unit<>d States, in connection with im- 
portant <]uestioiis now pending in con- 
trovorsy between the two governments. 
The offense thus (committed was most 
grave, involving disastrous possibilities 
to the goixl relations of the 
United 
States and (ir<?at Britain, constituting a 
grass breach of diplomatic pi-ivilege.s 
and an invasion of 
pun^ly 
domestic 
affairs and the essential sovereignty of 
the government to whi(ili the envoy Vas 
acc)-(Hlit(id. 
Having tirst fulfilled the 
just dtiinands of international <touiit_\, 
by affording a full opportunity for her 
majesty's government to act in r(>liel" of 
the situation, I eonsidei-ed »i jmjlongu- 
tion of the disc^ussion to Ix' unwariiuited 
and tluiienpon 
declined to further rec- 
ognize the di})loniatic charaetei- of tliti 
man whose continuaiKre in suiih fuiKstiou 
would destroy that mutual confidenci' 
whie-h is essential to a good undtnstand- 
ing of the two governnu'iits and was in- 
consistent 
with the welfart* and self- 
respect of the goviirnment of the Unittnl 
States. 
The usual interehang«» of com- 
munication has since continued, through 
her majtwty's legation in this city. 


The fur seal i)f l?ehring's sea'and the 
Alaskan boundaiy are mentioned as re- 
quiring attention. 
Some 
agreement 
with her majesty's government is recom- 
mended to save the life and property on 
the great lakes. 
Reference is made to 
the death of the two emi)erors of Ger- 
many aind to the eondohuice sent by this 
<!imntry to Gennany. 


The relations with 
Samoa, 
Cliiwi, 
Corea, and Persia are mentioneil. 


Speaking of the condition of 
Hayti 
where President Salomon has been depos- 
ad and afterward died in France, the pres- 
ident says: 
"The t,ouure of power'has, 
Ixxm so unstable, amid the war of fjic- 
tious that has pusuetl wntWi th» death of 


President Saloman that no government, 
constituted by the will of the Haytien 
people has been recognized as adminis- 
tering responsibly the affairs of that 
country. 
Our representative has been 
instructed to abstain from interference 
between the warring factions, and a ves- 
sel of our navy has been sent to Haytien 
waters to sustein our minister and for 
protection to the persons and property 
of American citizens. 
Due precautions 
have been taken to enforce our neutral- 
ity laws and prevent our territory from 
becoming the base of military 
supplies 
for either of the warring factions. 
Un- 
der color of a blockade, of which no rea- 
sonable notice had been given, 
and 
which does not appear to have been ef- 
ficiently maintained, the seizure of ves- 
sels under the American flag have been 
reported, and, in consequence, 
meas- 
ures to prevent and redress any molesta- 
tion of our innocent merchantmen have 
been adojjted. 


The president recommends congi'es- 
sional action for the establishment of 
communication liy sub-marine telegi-aph 
with Honolulu and again urges conclud- 
ing a treaty of commercial reciproctory 
with Mexico, also the precise relocation 
of our boundary line. 


Speaking of immigi-ation, the presi- 
dent says: 
The easy and unguarded 
manner in which 
certificates of 
American 
citizenship 
can 
now 
be 
obtained 
has induced 
a 
class 
unfortunately 
large, to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to be- 
come absolved from the allegiance to 
their native land, and yet by a formal 
residence, to escape any just duty 'and 
contribution of service to the country of 
their proposed adoption. 
Thus, while 
evading the duties of citi;?enship to the 
United States they may make prompt 
claim for its national protection and de- 
mand its intervention in their behalf. 
International complication of a serious 
nature arise, and the coiTesjwndence of 
the state department discloses a great 
number of complicated questions which 
have been raised. 
The reorganization 
of the consular service is a matter of 
serious 
importance 
to 
our 
national 
interests. 
The number of existing prin- 
cipal consular offices is believed to be 
greater than is at all necessarv for the 
conduct of public business. 
He repeats 
the commendations heretofore 
made, 
that appropriations for the maintenance 
of diplomatic consular service should be 
ri^cast; that so-called notorial or unoffi- 
cial fees which representatives abroad 
are now permitted to treat as jiersonal 
perquisities, shun Id be forbidden; that a 
system of consular inspection should l)e 
instituttnl, and that a limited number of 
secretaries of legation at large .should bo 
authorized. 


He reccmimends for the centennial 
celebration 
on April 
30, 1889, 
of the inauguration of George W^ashing- 
tt)n, fitting and co-operative action by 
congress, on behalf of tlui people of the 
United States. 


The j)resid»mt repeats the summarj' of 
tin- financial operations of tlie govern- 
ment, as given in the report of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and says the saving 
to the go\ernmont l>y the jiurchas(i t)f 
bonds up to Nov. 4, was §27,105,000. 
This »>stiniato is made by taking the 
diiVerence between 
the principal and 
preniiuni paid for the bonds and the 
principal and interest that would liave 
been paid if the bonds had run to ma- 
turity. It amounts to about 2 ])er 
cent. 
i)er 
animm on the 
invest- 
nuMit. 
He 
adds 
that 
the 
money, 
paid 
for bonds, 
was taken 
from the j)eople in excass of the needs 
of the government, and if not taken, 
c: <uld have been employed by the peoj)le 
so as to produce six per cent. 
Under 
this view, instead of a gain as abovp 
named there is a loss to the }>eople of 
sr)r>,7(;(),000. 
He continues: 
"this cal- 
culation 
would seem to demonstrate 
that if excessive and unnecessary taxa- 
tion is continued and the goveniment is 
forced to i)ursue this policy, purchasing 
its own bonds at a piemium which it 
will be necessaiy to pay, the loss to the 
])eoj)le will be luindreds of millions of 
dollars. 
Notwithstiinding 
the 
large 
sums 
paid 
out 
in the 
purchase 
of 
bonds, 
the 
suiplus 
in 
the 
treasury 
on 
the 
3()th 
day of No- 
vember, 
1888, 
was 
$52,234,610.01, 
after deducting about ^20,000,000 just 
drawn out for the payment of pensions. 


He concurs in the secretary's recom- 
mendation to stop the further coinage of 
silver. 
He earnestly requests that the 
recommendations contained in the re- 
port of the secretai-y of war, all of which 
are, in his oiiinion, calculated to in- 
crease the usefulness of the army, may 
receive the consideration 
of congre.ss. 
Among these the proposal that there 
should be provided a plan for the exami- 
natiiiu of officers, t > ttist their fitness for 
promotion, is of the utmost import- 
ance. 


The death of General Sheridan, in 
August last, was a national 
affliction. 
The 
army 
then 
lost the 
gi-andest 
of its chiefs. The 
country 
lost 
a 
l)rave and 
experienced soldier, a wise and iliscreet 
couus(^llor, and a modest and sensible 
man. 
Those who in any manner came 
within the range of his personal associa- 
tion wili_iiever fail to pay deserved and 
willing homage to his gi-eatness an<l the 
glory of his career, but they will cher 
ish with more tonder sensibility the lov- 
ing memory of his simple, generous and 
considerate^ nature. 


Spt>aking of the Apache Indians, «'on- 
fined in Florida, the president says: I 
am not at all in sympathy with those 
Iw'nfvolent but injudicious peo})le, who 
are e.onstantly insisting that these In- 
dians should lie returned to the res«.»rva- 
tion. 
Their removal was an 
aksolute 
nciiOHsity, if the lives and projxirty 
of 
citizens on the frontier are to be at all 
legarded by the government. 
Their 
continued restraint at a distance from 
the scBus of tlieir repeated and ci-ual 
murders and outrages is still neoessaiy. 
It ih mistaken philanthrophy, in evei-y 
way injurious, wbioh piompU a deair^i 


to 
see 
those 
savages 
returned to 
their 
old 
haunts. 
These 
prisoners 
should 
be treated 
kindly 
and 
kept in restraint far from the locality of 
their former reservation. 
They should 
be subjected to efforts calculate to lead 
to their improvement and the softening 
of their savage and crtiel instincts, but 
their return to their old home should be 
persistently resisted. 


The president makes a short summary 
of the reports of the seci'etary of the 
navy, and of the postmaster general. Of 
the latter, he says: A department, 
whose revenues have increased from 
8197,720.000 in 1870 to $527,000,000 in 
1888, despite the reductions of postage, 
which have enormously 
reduced the 
r .tes of revenue, while greatly increas- 
ing its business, demands the cai-eful 
consideration of congress as to all mat- 
ters suggested by those familiar with iis 
operations, and which are calculated to 
increase its efficiency and usefulness. 
He favors the law providing for pos - 
office buildings when the receipts reach 
a fixed sum; also a i-evision of the rate 
of compensation 
for fourth-class post- 
mastei-s; also for the clsssification 
of 
postoffice clerks and for the promotion 
of letter caniei-s. 
In conclusion on this 
subject he says: It is gratifying to note 
from the carefully prepared statistics, 
accompanying 
the 
postmaster 
gen- 
eral's 
report, 
that, 
notwith- 
standing 
the great 
ex[>ansion 
of the sei'vice, the rate of expenditure 
has been lessened and its efficiency has 
been improved in every branch; that 
fraud and crime have decreased; that 
losses from the mails have been reduced 
and that the number of complaints of 
the service made to postmasters and to 
the department, are far less than ever 
before. 


Speaking of the public domain he 
says: " I t 
is gratifying to know that 
something has been done at last to re- 
dress the injuries to our people and to 
check the perilous tendency of the reck- 
less waste of national domain. 
That 
over eighty millions of acres have been 
an-ested from illegal usurpation, 
im- 
provident grants and fraudulent entries, 
and the claims to be taken for the home- 
steads of honest industry, although less 
than the greater areas thus unjustly lost 
must aflbrd profound gratification to 
right feeling citizens, as it is a recom- 
pense for the labors and stniggles of the 
recoveiy. 
Our dear exi)erience ought 
sufficiently to urge the si)eedy enact- 
ment of measures of legislation 
which 
will confine the future disposition 
of 
our rtmiiining agricultural lands to the 
uses of actual husbandry and genuine 
homes. 


For should our desert lands be yielded 
up to monoi)oly, corporations or grasp- 
ing individuals, as appeal's to be much 
the tendency under the existing statute, 
these lands reipiire but a supply of 
water to become fertile and productive. 
It is a problem of great moment how 
best, for public good, that factor shall 
be furnished. I cannot but think it 
IH'rilous to suffer either these lands or 
the sources of their irrigation to fall 
into the hands of monopolies, which by 
sutih means may exercise a lordship 
over the areas de2)endent on their treat- 
ment for productiveness. 
Already steps 
have been taken to secure accurate and 
scientific information upon the subject. 
Until 
then 
the 
coui'se 
of wis- 
dt>m 
appears 
clearly to he in 
the 
suspension of further 
disposal 
which 
only 
promises 
to create 
rights antagonistic to the common inter- 
ests. 
No harm can follow this caution- 
ary conduct. 
Lands will remain and 
the public good presents no demand for 
a hasty dispossession of national owner- 
ship and control. 


The president reports the statistics of 
pensions, saying: 
At the close of the 
year the number of persons of all classes 
rectdving pensions was 452,557. 
The 
amount paid for pensions during the 
fiscal year was §78,775,861.92, being an 
increase over the precedingyear of 
280.22. 
The expenses attending the 
maintenance and operation of the pen- 
.sion bureau during that period was S3,- 
262,524.67, making the entire expendi- 
tures of the 
bureau 
§82,038,386.57, 
being 2U per cent, of the gross income 
and nearly 31 per cent, of the total ex- 
penditures of the government during the 
year. I am thoroughly conrinced that 
our general pension laws should be re- 
visetl and adjusted to meet, as far 
¡»ossible, 
in 
the 
light • of 
our 
experience, 
all 
meritorious 
cases. 
The fact that one hundred and 
two diflerent rates of pensions are paid 
can not, in my opinion, be made con- 
sistent, with justice to the pensioners, 
to the goveniment, and the numerous 
private pension bills that are passed, 
predicattid upon 
imperfected general 
laws, while they increase in many cases 
the existing inequalities and injustices, 
lend additional force to the.recommen- 
dation for revision of the general laws 
on this subject. 
The laxity of ideas 
prevailing among a large number of our 
peo]»le regarding pensions is becoming 
every day more marked. The principles 
upoii which they should be gi-anted are 
in danger of being altogether ignored, 
and already pensions ai-e often claimed 
because the applicants are as much en- 
titled as other successful 
applicants, 
rather than uiJon any disability reason- 
ably attributed to military serrice. If 
thi? establishment of vicious precedents 
be countenanced, if the granting of pen- 
sions b<i not divorced from partisan and 
other unworthy and irrele>'ant consider- 
ations, and if the honorable name of vet- 
eran unfairly bt^comes, by these means, 
but another temi for one who constantly 
clamors for the aid of the government, 
thert> is danger that injury will l>e done 
the fame and patriotism of any whom 
our citizens all delight to honor, and 
that prejudice willlje aroused unjust to 
the meriforious applicants for pensions. 


Speaking of the agiicultural depart- 
ments, he says: 
The department seeks 
progressive development. 
It should 
continue the discoveriea of science, with 
the eoouomios aud ameliorf^t^o^ pf ru 


ral pi-actice. 
A supervision of the en- 
dowed experimental station system, re- 
cently provided for, is a proper function 
of the department, and is now in opera- 
tion. 
This supervision is very imjiort- 
ant and should be wisely and vigilantly 
directed, to the end that the pecuniary 
aid of the government in favor of intel- 
ligent agriculture should be so applied 
as to result in general good, and to the 
benefit of all of our people, thus justify- 
ing the appropriations m aide from the 
public treasury. 


The president concludes his message 
as follows: 
The consciousness that I 
have presented but an imtjerfect state- 
ment of the condition of our country 
and its wants, occasions no fear that 
anything omitted is not known and ap- 
preciated by the congress, upon whopi 
rests the responsibility of intelligent 
legislation 
in 
behalf 
of a 
grreat 
nation 
and a 
confiding 
people. 
As public 
servants we 
shall do our duty well if we constantly 
guard the rectitude of our intentions, 
maintain unsullied our love of countiy, 
and, with unselfish purpose, strive for 
the public good.

The managers of the Indiana reform 
institution for women and girls have 
submitted theii- seventeenth annual re- 
port to Governor Gray. 
The reijort 
states that during the past year twenty- 
seven convicts had been received and 
twenty discharged, and that there are 
now fifty-five convicts, eleven of whom 
are ft)r Ufe. The managers favor, 
strongly, long terms of imprisonment, 
as little can be accomplished in the way 
of reformation in a short time. 
In the 
reformatory dei)artmeut there are 153 
inmates, forty-four of whom were re- 
ceived during the year. 
At present 
eighteen of these are out on tickets of 
leave. 
The report also 
asks for a 
change in the law governing the admis- 
sion of girls; in effect, that girls between 
¿ight and fifteen years of age be re- 
tained until twenty-one unless 
sooner 
discharged. 
The receipts from indus- 
tries in the past year were $3,827.50. 
At the next meeting of the legislature 
$10,000 will be asked for with vhich to 
construct a hospital building.

His 
theme in the morning was the "Priest 
hood of Christ," and Was preached to 
large and interested audience. 
He is

his pastorate the Christian church will 
grow in interest as well as member- 
ship. 


The pulpit of the Thii-d Presbyterian 
church, yesterday, was filled by Rev, 
Thomas Thompson, of Lancaster, Pa.

l*Md Deliv 


, Dec. 3.—Long before 


the hour for the meeting of the second 


1 session of the fiftieth congress, the gal- 
leries reserved for the president and his 
friends and for the diplomatic corps 
were filled with spectators. 


The republican members who are 


prominently mentioned in connection 
with the speakership of the fifty-first 
congress, came in for an extra share of 
felicitations, it being generally conceded 
on the floors that the next house will be 
republican with from three to seven 
majority. The speaker's desk was orna- 
mented with a handsome floral piece, 
while other prominent members are not 
forgotten by their friends. 


At 12 o'clock the fall of the gavel 


was heard and Mr. Millburn, the chap- 
lain, offered prayer. A call developed 
the presence of 236 members, there 
being eighty-eight absentees. On the 
motion of Mr. Hills, of Texas, a resolu- 
tion was adopted directing the clerk to 
inform the senate that a quorum of the 
house bad appeared. 


On the motion of Mr. Holnum, of

institution for women and girls have 
submitted their seventeenth annual re- 
port to G/overnor Gray. 
The report 


states that during the past year twenty- 
seven convicts had been received and 
twenty discharged, and that there are 
now fifty-five convicts, eleven of whom 
are for life. 
The managers favor, 


strongly, long terms of imprisonment, 
as little can be accomplished in the way 
of reformation in a short time. 
In the 


reformatory department there are 153 
inmates, forty-four of whom were 
ceived during the year. 
At present 


eighteen of these are out on tickets of 
leave. 
Tho report also asks for a 


change in the law governing the admis- 
sion of girls; in effect, that girls between 
Sight and fifteen years of age be re- 
tained until twenty-one unless sooner 
discharged.
